who today call themselves socialists will be in vain. 
The early French socialists used to think that 500 
years was not too long a time to allow for the so- 
cialistic regime to come into control. That length 
of time is perhaps not too much to allow today, in 
spite of the fact that the socialistic idea is making 
steady advances. 
The trouble is that people are 


more afraid of the word than the fact. They read- 
ily enough adopt socialism in municipal affairs, but 
give it a different name.
